Wry neck is a painful inflam ma­

The doctors call 
it 
"torticollis.” 
Sometimes it is present from birth, 
when It is spoken of as ‘‘Congenital 
torticollis.'’ Fortunately, this form 
of wry-neck is rare. 
It is frequently encountered In 
adults. The victim thinks it come* 
from ex p o su re to draught or cold. 
perhaps in a sleeping car, on a 
boat, or from sleeping in a breezy 
chamber. 
lf you ever have suffered, from 
acute wTv-neck you will agree that 
It is an extremely painful and an­ 
noying 
complaint. 
The 
sufferer 
may he aroused from a deep sleep 
hy severe pain in 
the neck. 
In­ 
deed. the pain comes on so sud­ 
denly that the sufferer becomes 
quite alarmed. 
Heat Beneficial 
It is 
pretty 
certain 
that the 
trouble is really wry-neck it the 
pain Is excited by movements of 
the head. 
As a rule there can he 
found a comfortable position. If 
the head is tilted toward the pain­ 
ful side the discomfort is m ater­ 
ially diminished. This relief conies 
from 
relaxation 
of the involved 
muscles. 
Sometimes 
the 
symp­ 
tom is less m arled if the chin is 
held upward. 
The application of heat is bene­ 
ficial. 
In severe cases, "diather­ 
my'’ is recommended. Your doctor 
will tell you about this treatm ent. 
Of course, not all cases of torti­ 
collis are treated alike. 
In fact, 
mild wry-neck requires no trea t­ 
ment at all. tho discomfort disap­ 
pearing of its own accord within 
a very short time. 
May Require Operation 
The chronic form requires skil­ 
ful treatm ent. 
I’nforfunately. an 
operation Is usually the only thing 
that will help the chronic or the 
persistent 
congenital 
form. 
In 
these cases the load is carried to 
one aide because it Is impossible 
to hold it In any other position. 
The muscles on the affected side 
of the head have become shorten­ 
ed because of 
the 
inflammation. 
This leads to a permanent tilting 
of the head to one side. Sometimes 
it causes the general posture tu b e 
Involved and Hie muscles of the 
head and face fall to function as 
they should.
